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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Fuji (280); Column 2, line 40-49; and Column 3. 
line 28-37, disclose a fifth means where the sample surface region is irradiated with an energy beam which can be either a laser beam or 
an electron beam, while an organic gas is blown at the sample surface region. The energy beam reacts with the organic gas, and a hard 
fusing metal film is formed on the sample by the energy beam assist CVD method, which is shown specifically in Figure 6F. The 
examiner has also provided several prior art references in the final office action mailed 2-10-2006, which support the inherency of 
secondary electrons always being produced from irradiation with an electron beam during the assist CVD method of forming a metal film 
in accordance with Fuji (280). The examiner agrees, as pointed out in the remarks filed 3-30-3006, that the use of an electron beam in 
CVD will pyrolize the organic gas; however, US Patent No. 3,704,216 discloses that the electron beam will both ionize and pyrolize the 
vapor molecules. Also US Patent No. 6,533,952 discloses that, secondary electrons, created by the interaction of radiation with surfaces, 
are the primary agents for molecular dissociation. Any type of radiation (photons, electrons, ions, and particles) that is energetic enough 
to liberate electrons can create secondary electrons. 
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
